Now,  in  the 
Dighton  Historical  Society,  a  collected  record  of  nearly  100  years 
gleaned  from  personal  acquaintance,  intimate  knowledge,  recorded 
conversations,  scrap  books  and  diaries.  Great  was  this  lady  to  the 
Town  of  Dighton.

On  June  30,  1988  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will  complete 
twenty-nine  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several 
different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice 
during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch 
basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of 
mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations 
and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito 
drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding 
sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use 
pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and 
environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides 
as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England 
area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our 
larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that 
dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito 
populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide 
applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly 
basis. 
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The  1987  mosquito  season  started  the  first  week  of  March  with  larvae 
appearing  in  large  numbers  throughout  most  of  the  county.  Precipitation 
from  January  2nd  through  May  5th  totaled  22  inches  of  snow  and  20  inches  of 
rain  filling  most  swamps  to  capacity.  The  heavy  rains  caused  an  above  average 
spring  brood  of  mosquitos  in  all  low  lying  areas.  By  mid-May  mosquito 
populations  were  higher  than  they  had  been  for  several  years.  The  over¬ 
wintering  melanura  larvae  populations  were  also  above  average  which  indicated  a 
large  second  brood  come  mid-season.  It  is  the  second  brood  of  melanura  which 
can  trigger  an  outbreak  of  EE  providing  virus  levels  are  high. 

All  project  personnel  including  tractor  operators  were  out  spraying  in  an 
effort  to  knock  down  the  large  mosquito  populations  to  avoid  any  mosquito 
related  health  problems.  With  additional  spraying  and  the  dryer  weather 
conditions  during  July  and  August,  the  mosquitos  were  reduced  to  such  low 
numbers  that  many  areas  no  longer  needed  spraying.  We  did,  however,  continue 
limited  spraying  in  some  areas  through  September.  The  1987  mosquito  season 
ended  with  no  recorded  cases  of  EE  in  the  Bristol  County  area. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water  management 
projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris  from  existing  ditches 
and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  normally  wet  areas. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  6.5  acres  were  larvicided  and 
247  catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall 
and  winter  months  a  total  of  2,245  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and 
2,245  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the 
coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve 
a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work, 
treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free 
to  call  our  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  announce  that  as  of 
December  31st,  99%  of  the  eligible  tie-ins  to  the  sewer  system  have 
been  made.  There  are  eleven  (11)  homes  still  not  connected  and  legal 
action  has  been  iniated  by  Peter  Gay,  Town  Attorney. 

In  March  1987,  the  voters  elected  Joseph  Hathaway  for  a  full  three 
(3)  year  term  confirming  his  previous  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board,  Albert  Enos,  Jr.,  was 
relected  Chairman. 

An  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  City  of  Taunton  regarding 
the  reimbursement  of  costs  for  those  Taunton  homes  that  are  ties  into 
the  South  Walker /Summer  Street  lines. 

Much  speculation  has  been  made  that  the  new  developments  on  the 
Reed  Farm  site,  Taunton,  would  be  detrimental  to  our  sewer  system. 
Engineering  reports  have  shown  that  the  Park  Street  Pump  Station,  at  this 
time,  is  operating  at  less  than  20%  capacity.  The  system  could  accommodate 
this  and/or  other  developments  in  the  future. 

As  these  proposed  developments  are  of  vital  interest  to  the  home- 
owners  in  Dighton,  the  Sewer  Commissioners  would  appreciate  the  attendance 
of  interested  citizens  at  our  bi-monthly  meetings.  These  meetings  are 
held  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  downstairs 
office  of  the  rear  of  the  Town  Office. 

The  January  1,  1988  bills  for  the  period  July  1,  1987  to  December 
31,  1987  have  been  mailed  to  all  users.  To  simplify  the  calculations 
the  Board  has  revised  its  minimum  rate  from  $61.50  to  %51.50  plus 
.015  per  cubic  foot  of  water  useage.  The  users  can  easily  check  their 
water  bills  for  total  cubic  feet  used  to  calculate  their  next  sewer 
bill.  This  charge  has  no  effect  in  raising  or  lowering  the  cost  to  the 
user . 


Our  thanks  to  Harold  Gracia,  Jr.,  Sewer  Superintendent,  an  d  his 
Assistant  Joseph  Carlos  for  the  maintenance  and  the  running  of  the 
system.  Our  thanks  to  our  secretarys  MaryLou  Drown  and  Joan  Silva  for 
their  work  during  the  year. 

We  also  thank  the  other  town  officers  and  office  staff  for  their 
help  and  cooperation.

thirty  two  were  granted  and  seventeen  were  denied  or  w _  LJriwn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  n  >t  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public 
or  the  abbuting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
the  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application 
of  the  law  deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Dighton  Historical  Commission  joined  the  nation  in  observing 
the  signing  of  the  United  States  Constitution.  It  was  a  program  in 
cooperation  with  our  schools.  At  the  Middle  School,  Mr.  William 
McKeon  and  Ms.  Elizabeth  Balaschak,  lawyers,  met  with  the  7th  and 
8th  grade  history  classes  to  discuss  the  "Bill  of  Rights"  while 
Charles  Harris,  Commission  Chairman,  discussed  conditions  in  Dighton 
in  1778  that  led  to  "Shays  Rebellion",  Dighton  Land  Company  and  the 
need  ofr  a  better  form  of  government  than  the  Articles  of  Conf ederatior 

At  the  Elementary  School,  the  Commission  presented  to  the  school 
a  reproduction  of  the  painting,  "The  Signing  of  the  Constitution" . 

The  observance  at  this  school  Included  the  nation-wide  "Pledge  of 
Allegiance"  led  by  President  Reagan  and  a  playlet  and  songs  featuring 
important  parts  of  the  debates  that  produced  the  Constitution.  It 
was  excellent. 

Elaine  Varley  was  named  Town  Historian,  A  tribute  was  made  to 
the  late  Helen  H.  Lane  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Marv  Alves  of  Cedar  Street  was  presented  the  "Gold  Headed  Post 
Cane"  symbolic  of  the  oldest  long  time  resident  in  Dighton. 

There  is  a  need  for  a  room  for  the  Historical  Commission  to 
keep  their  records  and  gifts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  met  32  times  during  the  past  year.  Four 
(4)  subdivision  plans  were  reviewed.  The  Bradshaw  Subdivision, 

Off  Somerset  Avenue,  was  approved  in  August.  The  preliminary 
plan  for  Stone  Ridge  Circle,  Off  Somerset  Avenue  was  withdrawn 
without  prejudice  by  the  applicants.  Briarwood  Estates'  pre¬ 
liminary  plan  was  approved  in  December  with  stipluations .  That 
proposed  subdivision  is  located  off  Smith  Street.  The  final 
prelinimary  plan  reviewed  was  for  Richmond  Heights,  Off  Elm  Street, 
and  was  disapproved  by  the  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  also  reviewed  32  Form  A  plans  -  Subdivision 
Approval  Not  Required  -  this  past  year.  We  are  working  on  the 
printing  of  a  current  by-law  booklet  incorporating  all  zoning  changes 
approved  at  Town  Meeting  and  by  the  Attorney  General. 


Congratulations  to  Frank  N.  Alves,  Jr.  for  being  re-elected 
to  the  Board  to  serve  another  five  year  term  on  the  Board.  Mr. 
Alves  has  been  a  member  since  1972. 

The  Board  would  like^our  secretary,  MaryLou  Drown,  Alfred 
Perry,  Highway  Superintendent,  who  performs  inspections  for  the 
Board  on  subdivision  roads,  George  Perry,  Inspector  of  Buildings 
and  Zoning  Agent,  Peter  and  David  Gay,  Town  Counsels,  and  all 
other  boards  and  Town  office  personnel  who  have  cooperated 
with  our  board  during  the  past  year.

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1987  ANNUAL  REPORT-BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  DIGHTON: 

K-12  Regionalization  finally  was  accepted  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  by  the  voters  of  the  Town.  Dighton  and  Rehoboth 
are  now  a  fully  organized  K-12  regional  school  district.  The 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  28,  1987  did  authorize  the 
Regional  School  District  to  incur  debt  for  the  purpose  of 
an  $8,000,000.00  renovation  of  the  High  School. 

A  sad  event  took  place  at  the  beginning  of  1987.  Miss 
Helen  Lane,  Town  Historian,  passed  away.  She  was  also  an 
emeritus  member  of  the  Dighton  Historical  Commission  and 
Society.  She  served  the  educational  and  civic  needs  of  the 
citizens  of  Dighton  for  many  decades.  Because  of  her  "History 
of  Dighton"  and  her  bequeathal  of  the  Gooding  clock,  now  on 
display  in  the  foyer  of  the  Town  Hall,  she  will  be  long  remembered. 

Revaluation  of  real  and  personal  property  was  done  on  a 
timely  basis.  Tax  bills  went  out  on  time.  A  job  well  done  by 
our  Board  of  Assessors,  Mr.  Pacheco,  Mr.  Silvia  and  Mr.  Long. 

Mr.  Craig  Martin  finished  his  term  of  office  on  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  chose  not  to  run  for  re-election.  Mr. 
Wilfred  Rhines  won  that  seat  in  the  annual  town  election.  We 
thank  Mr.  Martin  and  wish  him  well;  we  welcome  Mr.  Rhines  and 
hope  his  stay  on  the  board  is  enjoyable  and  successful. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  the  Dighton  Police  Association 
for  their  donation  of  the  beautiful  stone  memorializing  the 
departed  members  of  the  Dighton  Police  Department. 

The  Highway  Department  was  able  to  sealcoat  4.12  miles  of 
road:  Wellington  street,  Anderson  Drive,  Tremont  Street,  Hart 
Street,  Brook  Street,  Miller's  Lane  and  Cobb's  Lane.  Phase  two 
(2)  of  the  reconstruction  of  Main  Street  was  completed:  2800 
feet  of  road  was  reconstructed  with  type  I  bituminous  concrete 
which  included  sidewalks  and  curbing.  Center  Street  (700  feet) 
and  Williams  Street  (1200  feet)  were  both  overlaid  with  type  I 
bituminous  concrete.  It  was  an  ambitious  and  successful  under¬ 
taking  by  Superintendant  Perry  and  the  members  of  the  Highway 
Department.  Drainage  is  still  a  concern.  The  Milk  Street 
project  has  had  the  engineering  studv  comoleted  and  materials 
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actual  construction  will  be  started  the  spring  of  1988.  Although 
accented  as  a  public  way  by  a  Town  meeting  many  years,  Millers' 

Lane  w as  never  recorded  at  the  Bristol  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  recording  is  now  in  the  process.  The  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge 
was  closed  because  of  severe  structural  defects  which  were  discov¬ 
ered  by  the  State  department  of  Public  Works.  The  closing  lasted 
for  approximately  five  (5)  months.  The  bridge  was,  once  again, 
opened  in  November  after  the  necessary  repairs  were  made.  Addition¬ 
ally,  the  Briggs  Street  bridge  was  also  discovered  to  be  unsound, 
but  it  remains  closed.  There  is  a  study  underway  of  the  layout 
of  upper  Horton  Street  as  it  intersects  with  Regional  Road.  This 
intersection  will  be  re-configured. 

The  third  annual  Indian  Pow  Wow,  which  was  held  at  the  athletic 
field  at  the  Dighton  Middle  School,  was  a  huge  success.  The  income 
from  the  Pow  Wow  will  be  used  to  maintain  the  Council  Oak. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Committee  was  appointed  and  organized. 

It  has  formulated  a  set  of  regulations  governing  the  removal  of 
soil  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  The  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
has  recommended  the  need  for  more  instruct ional /program  space 
at  both  local  school  building.  The  Town  Administrator  Study 
Committee  has  recommended  that  the  town  vote  to  appoint  a  profess¬ 
ional  full-time  administrator  who  is  appointed  by  and  works  for 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Because  of  lack  of  funds,  this  was  not 
possible  at  this  time,  but  the  need  still  exists. 

Frohman  Anderson,  a  long  time  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
passed  away.  We  will  miss  his  wise  counsel.  There  were  many 
resignations  and  retirements  this  year.  Alfred  Pacheco  resigned 
from  the  Board  of  Assessors  during  his  second  term  of  office.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  subsequent  Special  Town  Meetings 
addressed  the  situation  of  over-appropriating  causing  a  levy 
that  is  in  excess  of  the  Proposition  2 \  growth  factor.  As  we 
leave  calendar  1987,  we  are  still  attempting  to  correct  this 
overage  which  is  a  technical  violation  of  the  law.  Additionally, 
all  of  the  town's  financial  reserves  have  been  drained,  and  they 
require  active,  positive  balances.  Free  Cash  Account,  Stabilization 
Fund,  Overlay  Surplus,  etc...  must  once  again  have  monies  in 
them.  We  still  have  money/financial  problems  with  the  capital 
needs  of  the  School  Department,  Liability  Insurance,  and 
retirement  cost. 

An  ever-present,  potential  problem  is  radical,  uncontrolled 
development  and  growth  by  means  of  sub-division  planning  and 
special  comprehensive  permit  processing.  Attention  and  vigilance 
must  also  be  paid  to  this  type  of  development  and  growth.  We 
must  be  alert  to  what  is  happening  in  adjacent  towns. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Senator  John  Parker  and  Rep. 

Joan  Menard  and  their  staffs  for  their  continued  efforts.  Also, 
our  thanks  are  extended  to  Congressman  J.  Joseph  Moakley  and 
his  staff.  Thank  you  all. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who 
assisted  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort 
of  Boards,  Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating  Departments 
have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  benefit  of 
the  Town.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorneys  Peter  B. 

Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for  their 
continued  invaluable  assistance.  We  extend  our  personal  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Annette  Wertz,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher,  Town  Accountant.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited 
to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will 
become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31.  Kindergarten 
registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those 
children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become 
five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  polio  or 
a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 
Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  also.

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be 
school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless 
unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In  the  event 
of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  announced  over 
the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at 
lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it 
is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living 
less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to 
capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

I  herewith  submit  my  eleventh  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools.  This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  oc¬ 
curred  during  calendar  year  1987. 

This  has  been  an  event-filled  year  for  your  public  school 
system  as  a  result  of  K-12  regionalization  and  voter  approval  of 
an  eight  million  dollar  addition  and  renovations  to  the  high 
school.  During  this  event-filled  period  of  time,  the  day-to-day 
operation  of  our  classrooms  and  the  educational  programs  we  offer 
to  meet  the  needs  of  today's  students  has  progressed  as  it  has  in 
past  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  spirit  of  optimism 
as  a  result  of  voter  action  on  regionalization  and  the  high  school 

addition  and  renovations.  Everyone  connected  with  the  school 

/ 

system  is  proud  of  what  we  accomplish.  The  feedback  from  parents, 
students  and  citizens  in  general  is  very  supportive.  Our  accom¬ 
plishments  in  the  classrooms  have  maintained  the  same  high  level 
as  in  the  past.  However,  as  superintendent,  my  position  is  there 
is  always  room  for  improvement.  The  school  committee  and  adminis¬ 
trative  team  also  support  that  notion.  We  are  good  and  getting 
better . 

While  the  operation  in  the  classrooms  has  been  on  a  business 
as  usual  mode,  the  organization  of  the  system  has  been  in  transi¬ 
tion  from  a  union  and  partial  regional  school  district  to  a  full 
K-12  school  district.  The  change  took  effect  on  July  1,  1987  as  a 
result  of  both  towns  approving  the  expansion  of  the  regional 
school  district  to  include  grades  K-8.  The  wisdom  of  the  voters 
to  finally  approve  K-12  regionalization  is  a  milestone  which  in 
the  future  will  be  looked  back  upon  as  an  important  decision  for 
the  youngsters  served  by  your  public  schools. 

The  direct  benefit  of  K-12  regionalization  is  increased 
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financial  support  in  the  form  of  regional  school  aid.  The 
increased  aid  will  provide  the  financial  resources  which  will  give 
the  voters  in  each  town  the  opportunity  to  support  the  programs 
and  facilities  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's  elementary 
and  secondary  students  in  addition  to  a  level  of  local  municipal 
services  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  all  citizens.  The  end  of 
calendar  year  1987  also  marks  the  end  of  an  era. 

As  this  report  is  written,  we  are  awaiting  the  final  word  on 
legislation  which  would  provide  regional  school  aid  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  fiscal  year.  If  that  legislation  is  enacted  into  law,  the 
regional  school  district  will  receive  funds  one  year  earlier  than 
was  anticipated.  It  will  have  a  very  important  effect  on  the 
financial  situation  in  both  towns.  However,  it  will  have  a  signif¬ 
icant  impact  on  Dighton's  financial  crisis  and  the  resultant  lack 
of  funds  to  provide  appropriate  school  programs  and  sufficient 
municipal  services. 

The  overall  transition  from  the  partial  region  to  the  full 
K-12  regional  school  district  has  progressed  very  smoothly  as  a 
direct  result  of  the  extra  effort  of  the  central  office  staff  and 
the  cooperation  of  local  offices.  However,  the  central  office  was 
inundated  with  extra  work  as  a  result  of  the  transfer  from  the 
town  offices  in  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  of  the  K-8  school  systems' 
payroll  and  accounts  payable  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent. 
The  increased  work  load  was  particularly  difficult  as  we  began  the 
new  school  year.  However,  as  this  report  is  written,  we  are  crawl¬ 
ing  out  from  under  and  see  a  leveling  off  as  we  approach  the  new 
year .

the  work  load  of  your  district  treasurer, 
It  has  been  a  stressful  six  months  for  Mrs. 
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Reed.  She  is  responsible  for  all  the  additional  »rk  which  is  on 
a  rigid  time-table  during  a  period  of  time  when  she  was  also 
preparing  to  retire.  Mrs.  Reed  has  served  the  district  for  twen¬ 
ty-three  years  as  secretary  and  treasurer  accounting  officer.  She 
has  served  well  and  she  will  be  missed.  We  wish  her  a  long, 
healthy,  happy  and  well-earned  retirement. 

The  operation  of  the  central  office  has  been  well  served  by 
a  group  of  talented,  dedicated  individuals  who,  by  their  action, 
demonstrate  that  they  really  care.  We  have  been  fortunate  that 
each  of  these  talented  individuals  has  made  the  central  office  her 
career  choice.  As  a  result,  they  have  many  years  of  valuable 
experience  which  has  seen  us  through  the  transition  from  partial 
to  a  full  regional  school  district. 

Personnel 

We  have  an  effective  school  system  because  we  have  dedicated 
teachers  who  challenge  the  youngsters  under  their  supervision  in  a 
nurturing,  learning  environment.  These  dedicated  teachers  are 
assisted  by  a  strong  support  staff  and  the  effective  leadership  of 
the  principal. 

Earlier  in  this  report,  I  commented  on  the  value  of  and 
length  of  service  of  the  women  in  the  central  office.  We  have 
been  fortunate  that  the  same  set  of  circumstances  exists  with  the 
secretaries  in  the  principals'  offices  and,  I  might  add,  with  the 
administrative  staff  as  well.  They  have  devoted  their  careers  to 
the  youngsters  in  your  school  system.  However,  all  careers  do 
eventually  come  to  an  end.  Leo  T.  Wontkowski,  Principal  of  the 
Dighton  Schools,  retired  in  June,  1987.  Mr.  Wontkowski  has  served 
the  youngsters  in  our  school  system  for  twenty-nine  years  as 
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junior  high  teacher,  high  school  teacher,  high  school  department 
head,  middle  school  principal  and  principal  of  grades  K-8.  Leo's 
value  vis  an  educator  was  not  really  recognized  by  the  community 
until  the  end  of  his  career.  It  was  during  his  tenure  as  princi¬ 
pal  of  grades  K-8  in  the  last  few  years  before  retirement  that 
Leo's  leadership  skills  and  overall  value  became  apparent.  We 
wish  Leo  a  long,  healthy,  happy  well-earned  retirement. 

With  Mr.  Wontkowski '  s  retirement,  Paul  N.  Swett  was  hired 
to  take  over  the  leadership  of  grades  K-8  in  Dighton.  Mr.  Swett 
was  hired  as  a  result  of  the  recommendation  of  a  citizens'  screen¬ 
ing  committee  which  presented  three  candidates  to  the  school  com¬ 
mittee.  Mr.  Swett  comes  to  Dighton  with  extensive  administrative 
experience  at  the  middle  school  level.  Initial  reactions  to  Mr. 
Swett  from  the  staff,  student  body  and  community  have  been  very 
favorable.  In  addition,  the  school  committee,  as  a  result  of  Mr. 
Swett 's  performance,  extended  his  original  one-year  contract 
through  June,  1989.  Subsequent  to  Mr.  Swett 's  contract  exten¬ 
sion,  the  school  committee  established  the  position  of  assistant 
principal  for  grades  K-8.  The  position  will  be  filled  for  the 
1988-89  school  year. 

We  welcomed  Louis  M.  Giantris  to  the  central  office  staff 
effective  July  1  ,  1987  as  the  Administrative  Assistant  to  the 

Superintendent  for  Curriculum  and  Testing.  Dr.  Giantris  fills  a 
position  which  has  been  vacant  for  seven  years  and  brings  with  him 
a  wealth  of  experience  as  an  elementary  principal  and  central 
oil  ice  administrator.  A  report  from  Dr.  Giantris  is  included  as  a 
section  of  this  annual  report. 
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Facilities 


The  voters  approved  the  proposal  by  the  high  school  building 
committee  to  expend  eight  million  dollars  for  the  renovation  and 
additions  to  the  high  school.  As  the  year  draws  to  a  close,  the 
Building  Committee  is  in  the  final  stages  of  selecting  an  archi¬ 
tect.  Present  plans  call  for  breaking  ground  in  the  summer  of 
1988.  It  certainly  has  been  a  great  year  for  your  public  school 
system;  K-8  regionalization  and  a  bond  issue  for  addition  and 
renovations  to  the  high  school. 

The  citizens  of  Dighton  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  recog¬ 
nized  the  need  for  additional  school  facilities  for  grades  K-8  by 
voting  to  appoint  a  Building  Needs  Committee.  During  the  last 
regional  school  committee  meeting  in  December,  1987,  the  School 
Committee  voted  to  establish  a  building  committee  to  present  a 
proposal  to  the  voters  in  Dighton  which  will  provide  the  facili¬ 
ties  which  will  remove  programs  from  areas  which  were  not  designed 
as  classrooms  and  provide  facilities  which  will  meet  our  current 
and  future  program  needs. 

The  kehoboth  voters  have  also  recognized  that  they  have 
municipal  and  school  facility  needs  and  authorized  appointment  of 
a  Building  Committee  to  address  those  needs.  In  addition,  the 
regional  school  committee  also  appointed  a  School  Building  Commit¬ 
tee  for  kehoboth  at  its  last  meeting  in  December,  1987. 

We  look  forward  to  the  reports  of  these  committees  and  t' 
the  continued  support  of  the  voters. 
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This  annual  report  is  presented  as  the  report  of  the  K-12 
Regional  School  District.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of 
Dr.  Giantris,  Administrative  Assistant  for  Curriculum,  and  the 
reports  of  the  principals,  Mr.  St.  John,  Mr.  Swett,  Mr.  Lussier 
and  Mr.  Sawyer  which  follow. 
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Report  of  Louis  M.  Giantris,  Ph.  D. 

1988  Annual  Report  on  Curriculum 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  Director  of  Curriculum: 

The  1987-88  school  year  saw  the  continuation  of  previous  curriculum 
projects  and  the  beginning  of  a  number  of  others.  Now  that  K-12  re¬ 
gionalization  is  a  reality,  curriculum  efforts  to  ensure  consistency 
between  the  K-8  educational  programs  for  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  is  of 
high  priority. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen  Potter,  6th  grade  teacher  at  the  D. 
L.  Beckwith  Middle  School,  the  K-9  mathematics  committee  is  continu¬ 
ing  its  work  during  this  school  year.  The  committee  has  identified 
instructional  objectives  and  materials  for  each  of  the  grade  levels 
and  is  overseeing  the  results  of  their  recommendations  for  refinement 
purposes.  At  this  time,  the  committee  is  considering  recommending  a 
basal  mathematics  series  for  grades  K-8. 

The  K-12  Communications  Skills  Project,  under  the  director  of  Mr. 
Jeffrey  Day,  the  English  department  head  at  the  high  school,  is  also 
continuing  this  school  year.  The  complexity  of  this  major  area  of 
study,  which  includes:  reading;  writing;  language  development;  gram¬ 
mar;  spelling;  etc.,  requires  continuous  monitoring  and  refinement. 
With  regionalization,  there  has  been  a  revitalized  sense  of  urgency 
for  increased  standardization  of  programming. 

A  grant  proposal  was  submitted  during  this  school  year  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs.  The  funds  from  this  grant  will  be  used 
to  obtain  the  materials  and  necessary  resources  to  expand  our  present 
drug  education  program  in  grades  K-8.  A  community  advisory  committee 
was  formed  to  help  prepare  the  proposal.  Committee  membership  includ¬ 
ed:  Mr.  William  Dalpe  of  the  Rehoboth  Lion's  Club;  Mr.  George 

Warish,  Rehoboth  Chief  of  Police;  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Wallace  Bull  of 
Rehoboth;  Mrs.  Elaine  Kuttner,  school  committee  member;  Mrs.  Karen 
Ives,  Health  Education  Coordinator;  Dr.  Louis  M.  Giantris,  Administra¬ 
tive  Assistant  for  Curriculum. 

Along  with  drug  education,  the  issue  of  AIDS  is  also  seen  as  a  criti¬ 
cal  area  of  study  for  middle  school  students.  Efforts  are  now  under 
way  to  develop  a  curriculum  for  students  in  grades  6-8  which  will 
adequately  prepare  our  students  to  deal  with  this  major  health  prob¬ 
lem.  Implementation  is  planned  for  spring  of  1988. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John  Meyers  of  Dighton,  a  number  of  par¬ 
ents,  community  business  people  and  school  staff  have  formed  a  Part¬ 
ners  in  Education  group.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  group  is  to 
bring  additional  resources  into  the  schools,  as  well  as,  to  establish 
a  mutually  beneficial  working  relationship  between  schools  and  area 
businesses . 
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Beginning  in  February,  1988,  the  high  school  English  Department  will 
be  participating  in  a  gifted  and  talented  drama  program  through  the 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  Arts  Collaborative.  This  is  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  the  area  under  this  funding  program  and  will  involve 
approximately  twenty  students.  Staff  members  who  will  be  participat¬ 
ing  are  Mr.  Jeffrey  Day,  Mrs.  Judith  Smith-DePer la ,  Mr.  Edward  Martin 
and  Mr.  Donald  Murray. 

With  continued  support  from  the  staff  and  community,  the  citizens  of 
Dighton  and  Rehoboth  can  be  assured  that  the  educational  programs  for 
its  junior  citizens  will  continue  to  be  of  the  highest  quality.  It 
is  through  this  quality  that  we  can  insure  the  future  success  of  our 

students .

OF  THE  DIGHTON  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the 
Dighton  Elementary  and  Dighton  Middle  Schools: 

ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  198?,  Kindergarten  through 
grade  eight,  was  653  students.  Compared  to  last  year,  this  represents 
an  increase  of  seven  students. 

ADMINISTRATION 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  the  School  Committee  decided  to 
continue  the  one  principal  organization  for  the  two  Dighton  schools. 
This  plan  includes  other  supervisory  positions  in  addition  to  the 
principal.  They  are  as  follows: 

Department  Head  -  Middle  School:  Mr.  George  Costa 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Middle  School:  Mr.  George  Costa 

Senior  Teacher  -  Elementary  School:  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Elementary  School:  Mrs.  Pamela  Tompson 

PERSONNEL 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  for  this  school  year: 

1 .  June,  1987  saw  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski  who  had 
served  as  a  principal  in  the  Dighton  Public  Schools  for  20 
years.  Mr.  Wontkowski  served  the  students  of  Dighton  in  a 
tireless  and  dedicated  manner  and  left  his  mark  as  an 
educator  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word. 

2.  Mrs.  Joan  LaFrance,  a  Grade  4  teacher  in  the  Dighton  Elementa' 
School,  also  retired.  Mrs.  LaFrance  had  taught  in  Dighton 
for  19  years,  and  she  will  be  fondly  remembered  by  her  former 
students  and  colleagues. 

3.  Mrs.  Cheryl  Szostek  returned  from  a  leave  of  absence  and 
assumed  a  first  grade  position. 
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4.  Mrs.  Carol  Horton  was  hired  to  fill  another  first  grade 
position.  Mrs.  Horton  had  formerly  worked  in  the  Dighton 
Elementary  School  as  an  .instructional  tutor. 

5.  Mrs.  Gail  O'Connor  was  hired  as  a  tutor  on  the  Consulting 
Team  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

6.  Additions  to  the  Special  Education  Department  included 
Mrs.  Annette  Soares,  part-time  speech  therapist,  and 
Miss  Linda  Filippelli  as  school  psychologist. 

7.  Transfers  included  Mrs.  Alice  Lopresti  from  grade  one 
to  grade  four  and  Mrs.  Sherry  Tibbetts  from  grade  one 
to  grade  three. 

8.  Mr.  Larry  Wilkerson  resigned  as  a  custodian  at  the 
Dighton  Elementary  School. 

The  staff  at  the  Dighton  Middle  School  remained  intact. 

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

A  recent  program  of  note  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School  is  the 
Creative  Productions  program.  This  program  has  become  part  of  the 
consulting  team's  responsibilities.  Working  under  a  state  grant, 

Mrs.  Gail  O'Connor,  consulting  team  tutor,  spends  thirty  percent  of 
her  time  working  on  this  program.  It  has  a  two-fold  objective.  One 
part  of  the  program  works  with  academically  talented  students.  They 
focus  on  improving  higher  level  thinking  skills,  exploring  a  specific 
topic,  and  producing  a  project  based  on  their  research  of  that  topic. 
The  other  aspect  of  the  program  is  to  have  various  selected  students 
working  on  enrichment  projects  which  are  educational  and  highly 
motivational. 

A  new  program  instituted  this  year  at  the  Middle  School  is  the 
student  council.  A  student  representative  from  each  homeroom  was 
elected  by  his/her  peers.  This  group  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with 
a  group  of  administrators  and  faculty  to  offer  input  into  school 
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programs  and  to  plan  activities  of  value  to  the  whole  student  body. 

For  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  first  phase  of  a  science 
curriculum  project  was  completed  which  covered  grades  K-12.  Project 
Climb,  the  math  curriculum  project,  and  Project  Expo,  the  language 
arts  project,  both  instituted  in  recent  years,  have  continued  to  be 
effectively  implemented. 

Also,  our  one  and  a  half  years  of  extensive  self-study  has  just 
been  completed.  This  study  was  done  in  preparation  for  the  evaluation 
of  our  schools  to  be  carried  out  next  March  by  a  visiting  team  of 
educators  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  goal  of  this  two  year  self-study  is  to  receive  accreditation 
from  this  organization. 

Our  testing  program  continued  with  grades  two,  five,  and  seven 
having  taken  the  California  Achievement  Tests  in  October.  As  part 
of  the  mandatory  state  testing  program,  grades  three  and  six  took 
the  Basic  Skills  Tests  at  the  same  time.  The  results  we  received 
last  spring  from  those  same  tests  taken  last  year  showed  our  students 
doing  quite  well  in  most  areas  tested.  There  was  some  concern  about 
the  results  of  the  writing  component  of  the  Basic  Skills  Test  in 
the  Elementary  School.  Our  staff  has  addressed  that  issue  and  taken 
steps  to  improve  in  that  area. 

FACILITIES 

At  the  Dighton  Middle  School,  we  are  anxiously  awaiting  the 
opening  of  the  new  reference  center.  Construction  was  slowed  because 
of  some  eauipment  problems,  but  progress  is  again  being  made. 

At  the  Elementary  School,  we  continue  to  make  shifts  and  changes 
to  accommodate  programs.  The  trailer  behind  the  school  was  closed, 
and  the  music  instruction  was  moved  to  the  connecting  corridor. 
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CONCLUSION 


Having  assumed,  the  principalship  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  and 
Dighton  Middle  Schools  on  July  1,  ^987,  I  would  be  most  remiss  if 
I  did  not  recognize  the  tremendous  support  and  encouragement  I  have 
received  from  so  many  people.  The  administration,  faculty,  staff, 
students,  parents,  and  community  members  have  done  so  much  to  make 
my  transition  easier.  This  spirit  of  cooperation  has  greatly  impressed 
me. 

Special  thanks  goes  to  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski  for  going  above  and 
beyond  in  making  himself  available  and  offering  his  assistance  to  me 
in  whatever  he  could.

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Report  of  Alfred  L.  St.  John,  Principal 
Anawan/Palmer  River  School 


This  1987/88  School  year,  there  are  638  students  at  Anawan/Palmer  River  School,  an 
increase  of  35  students  since  the  1986-87  report. 

Kindergarten-  six  sessions-131  students  (an  increase  of  thirteen  students  since 
the  1986/87  report) 

Grade  one-five  cl  assrooms-125  students(an  increase  of  -four  students  since  the 
1 986/87  report ) 

Grade  Two-  -five  c  i  assrooms- 134  students(an  increase  of  three  students  since  the 
1986/87  report) 

Grade  Three-  six  cl assrooms-139  students(an  increase  of  thirty  students  since  the 
1986/87  report) 

Grade  Four-  -five  classrcoms-109  students(a  decrease  of  15  students  since  the 
1986/87  report) 

The  high  enrollment  of  kindergarten  students  going  into  the  planned  five  sessions 
of  kindergarten  necessitated  an  additional  section  early  in  the  school  year.  An 
examination  of  present  and  projected  enrollment  figures  indicate  the  need  for  a  six 
section  configuration  for  each  grade  level  in  the  coming  school  years.  While  the 
classroom  space  is  available,  it  becomes  so  only  at  the  expense  and  loss  of  an  art 
room  and  a  vocal  music  room.  These  programs,  as  of  this  writing,  may  become  mobile 
programs  this  coming  school  year.  At  the  present  time,  the  art  program  is  mobile. 
Much  to  the  credit  and  creativity  of  the  art  teacher,  Mrs  Louise  Hackett,  the 
program  continues  to  be  highly  successful. 

The  staffing  pattern,  with  additional  classrooms  this  school  year,  has  seen  some 
changes  since  the  last  report.  Mrs.  Fasteson,  former  part  time  kindergarten  teacher 
has  become  a  full  time  kindergarten  teacher.  The  additional  grade  three  classroom 
is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Terri  Amaral,  with  Mrs.  Pauline  Heal  being  a  full 
time  grade  four  teacher. 

Highlighting  this  school  year  is  the  completion  of  the  Anawan/Palmer  River  school 
self  study  using  the  outlines  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC).  The  self  study  has  been  a  most  worhthwile  endeavor  for  staff. 
Beginning  with  input  from  parents  in  the  spring  of  1986  for  the  philosophy 
statement,  to  the  final  words  of  the  last  section  which  deals  with  plans  and 
priorities  completed  in  late  November  of  1987,  the  process  has  been  under  the  expert 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Kathy  Warish  and  Mrs.  Ellen  Deschenes.  The  fine  input  from 
parents  in  the  philosophy  statements  and  the  parent  opinion  surveys,  collated  by 
Mrs.  Katie  McCrystal  and  Mrs.  Betty  Scanlon  of  the  PTSA,  were  most  supportive  of  the 
school's  endeavors. 

What  remains  in  the  NEASC  process  is  a  validation  by  a  visiting  team  from  NEASC  to 
be  accomplished  in  early  March  1988.  The  visiting  team  will  examine  and  hopefully 
validate  our  self  study  and  may  make  suggestions  as  to  ways  of  meeting  our 
educational  goals. 
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An  area  which  needs  no  improvement  is  the  area  of  volunteerism  in  our  scttbol  s . 

The  people  involved  in  the  volunteer  programs  are  under  the  direction  of  th*.  PTS'A  or 
the  RSVF'.  With  Mrs.  Loraine  Belcher  and  Mrs.  Katie  McCrystal  in  respective' 
leadership  roles,  these  two  programs  continue  to  offer  opportunities  to  our-'stuoents 
which  cannot  be  matched  without  dedicated  and  caring  volunteers. 

It  is  clear  that  the  growth  in  our  town  is  being  reflected  in  our  schools.  With 
increased  enrollment  is  the  need  to  expand  the  number  of  classrooms  in  order  to 
maintain  the  high  level  of  competency  parents  and  townspeople  have  come  to  expect  of 
our  schools.  It  is  also  most  important  for  the  involvement  of  parents  in  the 
educational  process  to  continue  at  the  high,  if  not  even  higher,  level  then 
presently  demonstrated  in  our  schools.

Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  School 


I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  School. 

The  D.  L.  Beckwith  School  began  its  eighteenth  year  with  a  total  of  488  pupils 
enrolled.  This  is  eight  more  than  last  year  when  school  opened  with  480  pupils. 

This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  that  the  enrollment  has  shown  an  increase. 
Prior  to  this,  the  enrollment  had  decreased  for  six  consecutive  years. 

The  average  class  size  is  24.4  pupils  as  we  continue  to  have  five  classes  in 
each  of  our  grade  levels. 

Mr.  Henry  Hayes  returned  from  his  leave  of  absence  and  resumed  his  familiar 
role  as  our  industrial  arts  teacher.  Elaine  DeMarco,  librarian,  did  not  return 
and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Debra  Harper.  Miss  Harper  is  a  graduate  of  Central 
Connecticut  College  and  the  University  of  South  Carolina  where  she  earned  her 
Masters  Degree  in  Library  Science.  She  has  eight  year's  experience  as  a  li¬ 
brarian  which  includes  three  years  at  the  college  level  and  five  years  at  Block 
Island,  Rhode  Island. 

A  special  note  of  thanks  is  certainly  due  at  this  time  to  Barbara  Reall,  interim 
librarian,  and  Robert  Lania,  interim  industrial  arts  teacher,  for  the  outstand¬ 
ing  job  they  did  in  filling  the  vacancies  created  by  the  leaves  of  absence.  In 
both  instances,  learning  was  truly  enhanced  by  their  efforts  and  performance. 
Both  have  returned  to  their  regular  teaching  assignments  and  are  carrying  on 
with  their  usual  high  degree  of  excellence. 

The  remainder  of  the  teaching  staff  remains  intact  and  their  day  to  day  per¬ 
formance  contintues  to  be  one  of  the  essential  ingredients  for  the  learning 
that  takes  place  at  Beckwith  School. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  Beckwith  formed  a  School  Improvement  Council 
under  the  guidelines  of  Chapter  188  of  the  School  Improvement  Act.  This  con¬ 
cept  of  parents  and  teachers  working  together  as  a  team  continues  to  make  op¬ 
timum  use  of  the  funds  that  are  allocated.  Everyone  is  truly  pleased  with  the 
process  and  especially  with  those  "desirable"  additions  to  our  instructional 
programs. 

Our  involvement  in  the  N.E.A.S.C.  Middle  School  Evaluation  process  continues 
to  be  a  major  focus  of  our  efforts.  Every  aspect  of  the  school  and  its  cur¬ 
riculum  has  been  examined  and  evaluated  in  detail  and  this  has  proved  to  be 
a  most  meaningful  process  for  every  member  of  the  staff. 

The  final  report  is  in  the  process  of  being  completed  and  will  be  ready  when 
the  visiting  committee  comes  in  March  of  1988.  The  culmination  of  this  pro¬ 
ject,  I  am  certain,  will  provide  some  meaningful  direction  for  education  in 
Rehoboth  and  the  regional  school  district  for  years  to  come. 

Our  involvement  in  the  Massasoit  League  continues  to  provide  an  exciting  di¬ 
mension  for  our  school.  During  the  past  year,  we  achieved  a  "first"  by  being 
the  only  school  ever  to  win  all  four  academic  meets.  Much  credit  is  due  to 
the  coaches,  Mr.  John  Egan,  math,  and  Miss  Joann  Bozzuto,  spelling,  for  their 
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leadership  and  encouragement  in  preparing,  the  youngsters  for  competition.  Most 
important,  the  youngsters  themselves  are  to  be  especially  commended  for  their 
interest  and  hardwork  in  winning  the  championships.  As  of  this  writing,  the 
teams  are  again  busily  preparing  for  the  meets  and  we  are  most  optimistic  about 
their  continued  success. 

Our  athletic  program  continues  to  be  a  most  meaningful  part  of  our  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  both  boys  and  girls  teams  are  performing  admirably.  It  is  most  re¬ 
freshing  to  have  a  full  and  equal  schedule  of  games  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

In  addition  to  athletics,  our  extra-curricular  program  under  the  direction  of 
James  Digits,  has  made  significant  gains.  The  numerous  opportunities  presented 
to  all  pupils  and  the  large  numbers  of  pupils  participating  is  making  for  a 
most  meaningful  and  enjoyable  after  school  program. 

The  1987-88  school  year  has  all  the  promise  of  becoming  a  challenging  and  pro¬ 
ductive  year.  With  regionalization  now  a  reality  and  the  enthusiastic  support 
of  parents  and  teachers  so  prevalent  in  all  that  we  do,  Beckwith  School  is  truly 
now  on  the  threshold  of  really  doing  some  great  things  for  all  the  pupils  we 
serve.  It  should  be  most  interesting  to  watch.  I  know,  I  will  thoroughly  enjoy 
being  a  part  of  it.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31",  1987  . 

Enrollment 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1987,  was  844 
students,  a  decline  of  66  students  from  last  year.  Of  this 
total  445  were  males  and  399  females.  Our  seniors,  the  Class  of 
1988,  will  have  216  graduates.  The  newest  class,  1991,  has  202 
students . 


Class  of  1987 


This  senior  class  had  227  graduates,  94  of  whom  were  from 
Dighton.  Of  the  227,  127  went  on  to  further  schooling  (56%),  81 
went  to  work  (36%)  and  19  went  into  one  of  the  armed  services 
(8%)  . 


Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to 
31  members  of  this  class  and  15  members  received  certificates 
for  4  years  of  perfect  attendance. 


Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  received  75  completed 
applications  for  scholarships.  They  awarded  75  scholarships  and 
extended  3  vocational  grants  for  a  total  award  of  $35,000.

Cadorette  now  teaching  at  Bristol-Plymouth. 

6.  Mrs.  Karen  Ives  returned  from  a  leave  of  absence  to 
resume  teaching  health. 
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Highlights 


1.  The  English  Department  implemented  the  following 
curriculum  improvements  or  enhancements  during  the 
86-87  school  year: 

a.  Sponsored  12  Speaking/Writing  contests; 

b.  Unified  curriculum  project: 

c.  Expanded  SAT/PSAT  Prep  Programs; 

d.  Computer  Instruction  Pilot  Program; 

e.  Carnegie  Foundation  Study; 

f.  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  for  grade  9. 

2.  In  Social  Studies,  Mr.  Roger  Duarte  was  the  recipient 
of  the  Mustard  Seed  Award  for  excellence  in  teaching. 

D-R  students  were  victorious  in  the  WLNE  News  Game.  In 
addition,  special  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  "Year  of 
the  Constitution." 

3.  The  Business  Education  Department  implemented  a 
computerized  simulation  in  Accounting  II  classes. 

4.  The  Mathematics  Department  is  currently  in  the  process 
of  revamping  its  accelerated  program  due  to  the 
introduction  of  Algebra  at  the  grade  8  level. 
Coordination  of  the  Math  program  K-12  is  being  revised 
through  a  Horace  Mann  grant. 

5.  Phase  I  of  the  Science  K-12  Project  has  been 
accomplished.  The  major  focus  was  the  identification 
of  problem  areas  unique  to  each  school  in  the  teaching 
of  science  concepts  and  skills  from  K-12.  A  report  was 
made  to  the  school  committee  in  August. 

6.  A  Planning  Center  was  instituted  that  provides  an 
in-school  suspension  room  for  disruptive  students. 

In  this  environment  they  must  develop  a  plan  to  modify 
their  behavior  and  accept  responsibility  for  their 
behavior.  A  certified  reality  therapist  counsels  these 
students  and  assists  them  in  developing  a  plan  that 
will  enable  them  to  better  function  in  the  school 
setting. 

7.  Special  services  continued  its  work  on  drug  awareness 
and  avoidance  by  such  programs  as.  "Eddie  was  Here," 
Peer  Leadership,  Drug  and  Health  Fair  for  Students, 
Students  Against  Drunk  Driving  and  development  of  a 
Substance  Abuse  Directory  of  Services. 

8.  The  Guidance  Department  began  its  new  college  selection 
system  that  tailors  and  then  recommends  suitable 
schools  to  individual  students.  This  program  is  called 
College  Counsel.  As  many  as  eight  schools  are  profiled 
for  the  student. 
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9.  Through  the  Commonwealth  Inservice  Institute  and  under 
the  auspices  of  instructors  Ed  Ranney  and  Alfred  Rose, 
two  new  programs:  Drafting  and  Woodworking  for  special 
needs  students  were  funded. 

In  Conclusion 


The  school  year  saw  two  dramatic  changes  voted  on  by  the 
townspeople  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  that  will  have  tremendous 
positive  reactions  throughout  both  towns  and  the  school  system 
in  particular. 

The  first  was  the  regionalization  of  the  entire  school 
system,  K-12.  In  addition  to  the  increased  state  support  that 
will  be  realized  by  both  towns,  there  will  be  a  direct  and 
immediate  benefit  to  our  students  because  of  the  improved 
articulation  and  development  of  curriculum  throughout  the  system. 

The  second,  the  approval  of  the  bond  issue  for  the  addition 
and  renovations  to  the  high  school  will  greatly  expand  our 
academic,  athletic  and  physical  facilities  for  our  students.  A 
new  science  lab,  a  library  and  media  center  five  times  larger, 
expanded  cafeteria,  new  computer  labs,  industrial  arts  rooms, 
second  physical  education  station,  an  all-weather  track,  are 
just  some  of  the  visible  improvements  that  you  will  see.  A  new 
heating  system  and  water  system  are  typical  of  some  of  the 
changes  you  won't  see. 

All  of  us  who  work  here  at  D-R  are  grateful  for  this  show 
of  support  from  the  towns  in  approving  these  two  items.  We  are 
ecstatic  in  anticipation  of  our  being  able  to  improve  and 
enhance  what  we  feel  is  already  an  excellent  school  system.  We 
are  most  grateful.

These  pages  have  been  used  in  the  past  to  express  my  admira¬ 
tion  and  pride  in  your  schools  and  to  point  out  the  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  financial  resources  and  improved  facilities.  As  a  result 
of  K-12  regionalization,  the  financial  problems  can  be  eliminated 
by  the  voters  at  town  meeting  because  sufficient  funds  will  be 
available  within  the  tax  cap  to  provide  the  programs  today's  chil¬ 
dren  need  to  become  the  leader^  of  tomorrow.  Education  is  a  sound 
investment  in  America. 

Facility  problems  at  the  high  school  will  be  eliminated  as  a 
result  of  the  eight  million  dollar  bond  issue  for  renovations  and 
additions.  The  creation  of  building  committees  in  Dighton  and 
Rehoboth  have  the  potential  for  eliminating  the  deplorable  class¬ 
room  situation  in  Dighton  and  the  solution  to  the  projected  in¬ 
creased  enrollment  and  town  government  building  needs  in  Rehoboth. 

The  new  era  that  begins  with  the  end  of  the  old  is  dramati¬ 
cally  different  in  one  important  respect:  the  optimism  that 
abounds  in  the  schools  and  in  the  community  as  a  result  of  K-12 
regionalization  and  the  bond  issue  for  the  renovation  and  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  high  school. 

I  believe  it  is  very  important  that  that  spirit  be  kept 
alive  over  the  next  few  years  by  the  staff  in  your  schools,  by 
parents  and  by  the  citizens.  That  spirit  will  create  a  positive 
attitude  that  will  enhance  the  learning  environment  in  our  class¬ 
rooms  and  an  increased  pride  in  your  school  system.  The  end  re¬ 
sult  will  be  well  educated  youngsters  prepared  to  take  an  active 
role  in  our  democratic  society. 
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I  close  this  annual  report  with  a  commendation  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  school  committee  who  have  worked  hard  to  effect  a 
smooth  transition  from  the  partial  to  the  full  regional  school 
district.  They  are  currently  meeting  twice  a  month  with  very  long 
agendas  and  meetings.  The  citizens  of  both  towns  can  be  thankful 
as  I  am  that  these  individuals  are  willing  to  devote  their  time, 
effort  and  talent  in  behalf  of  your  school-age  youngsters. 

My  thanks,  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  parents  for 
their  continued  effort  in  forging  partnerships  with  the  school 
system  in  behalf  of  their  youngsters.  Those  who  work  hard  at 
these  partnerships  have  first-hand  experience  that  the  partner¬ 
ships  pay  off  for  their  youngsters. 

Finally,  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
administrative  team  and  the  central  office  staff  for  their  talent 
and  extra  effort  they  bring  to  their  jobs.  The  end  result  is 
pupils  are  better  served  and  my  job  as  superintendent  is  made 
easier .
